T hk op p onents of the system of cap ital 
p unishment were given several good illustra­ 
tions for their arguments yesterday.

of a man being hurled info eternity unrep ent­ 
ant and blasp heming. 
Such occurrences as 
these do much to aid the sentiment in op p o­ 
sition to the idea of taking “a life for a life.” 


E ven the bankers and brokers of Wall 
street have given up hop e of stop p ing the 
coinage of silver at p resent. 
As Colonel 
G e o s ve no r exp resses it, the rep resentatives 
from the south and west dare not ignore the 
demands of their constituents, and their con­ 
stituents are unanimously iu favor of silver. 
T h e gold bugs cannot longer control the ac­ 
tion of congress. 
There are too many rep re­ 
sentatives of the p eop le iu that body and not 
enough rep resentatives of the bondholders. 


T h e p residential succession bill only awaits 
the signature of the p resident to become tho 
law of the land. 
While its p rovisions may 
be regarded as somewhat objectionable and 
defective, the arrangement for which it p ro­ 
vide s is much more satisfactory than the p res­ 
ent system. 
Now that congress has begun to 
discuss the subject it will p robably not be 
lost sight of until a thorough and correct 
soli tion of the whole difficulty has been ar­ 
rived at. and the bill just p assed may be 
regarded as a verv satisfactory temp orary ex­ 
p edient. 
II leaves the succession in the p os­ 
session of the p arty dominant at the last p revi­ 
ous p residential election, and thus removes the 
incentive to p olitical assassination, which 
has, p erhap s, l*een the chief objection to the 
p resent arrangement. 


A m o ve m e nt is on foot to change the time 
fo r the meeting of congress from the first 
Monday in December to the 1th of March. 
This is a move in the right direction. 
Under 
the p resent p lan a new cougress does not 
meet until a year after its election—when the 
issues involved iu the camp aign have been 
lost sight of. 
Then, too, the last session of 
a congress is held after many of the members 
who comp ose that congress have been de­ 
feated for reflection and who therefore con­ 
sider themselves released from all resp onsi­ 
bility to their constituents and to the country 
and are ready for any ‘ treason, strategem and 
sp oils” which the final session may offer.

view of these facts anything which would 
bring elections r.ud meetings of congress in 
closer p roximity should be encouraged.

entire length,p ass tlirongh the most fertile ag­ 
ricultural region iu the world, and the receip ts 
for hauling the local freights of this region 
alone would p ay a handsome p rofit, even 
should the through business be lost.

roads running from Chicago to St. Paul, 
which for a great j>art of their distance p ass 
through a sterile and unp roductive country, 
with n>' local business whatever, carry through 
freight at a very much less rate than is 
charged from Chicago to Kansas City, and 
still they enjoy p rofits which p ut their stocks 
at a heavy p remium. 
Why, then, cannot the 
roads running to Kansas City, whose through 
business constitutes a source of almost unim­ 
p aired p rofit, give as low rates to p oints in the 
Missouri valley as the northern roads„ whose 
main reliance is on through business, charge 
for equal distances?

The 
franchise says streets can be o pened acro ss 
this line “ at the grading o f the railro ad o r o ver 
the railro ad o n a bridge.” There is no pro vis­ 
io n fo r streets who se grades make it neces­ 
sary to go under ex cept in a few instances o f 
pro minent tho ro ughfares named in the fran­ 
chise. The difficulty was enco untered when 
an effo rt was made to o pen Gro ve street. If it 
go es o ver the Belt line it will require a hll 
which wo uld raise tin. ro adway abo ve the 
chimney to ps. To go under is ex pressly fo r­ 
bidden by the franchise. This defect in the 
franchise is either an o versight o r mo re likely 
an effo rt o n the part o f the co mpany to pre­ 
vent the o pening o f streets under its rails. 
INDEPENDENCE AVENUE TAX BILLS. 
Tax bills fo r the paving o f Independence 
avenue have been issued. The to tal amo unt 
is $ 19.790.39. The co st per fo o t fro nt is $ 2.07. 
The bills will begin to bear 15 per cent inter­ 
est thirty days after the date o f their issue. 
t he p ool and t he p e op l e . 
The direct effect o f the So uthwestern po o l 
o n the prices o f everything that co sts mo ney 
in Kansas City and o ther river po ints has 
been sho wn in several instances. Gas, fo r 
instance, co sts 25 cents mo re per 1.000 feet 
than it wo uld if the po o l gave fair rates. 
Every citizen who uses gas pays 25 cents into 
the po o l fo r every 
l.o o o feet co nsumed. 
But fo r the po o l, dry go o ds and gro ceries, in 
fact everything which is shipped into the city, 
wo uld be cheaper 
The ex cessive charges o f 
the po o l are by no means an unimpo rtant ele­ 
ment in the retail price o f dry go o ds and pro ­ 
visio ns. If instead o f paying $ 1.59 per 100 
po unds fro m New Yo rk to Kansas City, the 
merchants o nly had to pay $ 1.10, the pro per 
rate, it is apparent that a very material reduc­ 
tio n wo uld be made in retail prices. 
THE TIiOOST BOOM. 
The enthusiasm o ver real estate o n Tro o st 
avenue is o ne o f the mo st striking features o f 
the cable line bo o m. Pro perty alo ng the ave­ 
nue. o r o n adjacent streets can no t, ex cept in 
r a re instances, be purchased at any price. 
The Tro o st cable line is reco gnized as o ne o f 
the six which will certainly be built. The co m­ 
pany has agreed with the pro perty o wners to 
build a cable ro ad in co nsideratio n o f a certain 
bo nus. The bo nus and franchise are bo th as­ 
sured. The line, in view o f the fact that it re­ 
quires no po wer o r plant, will be the cheapest 
by far o f all the cable ro ads pro jected. It wo uld 
get its no wer fro m the central plant at Wash­ 
ingto n street by simply using a revo lving 
drum at the intersectio n o f Eighth street and 
Tro o st avenue.
